NOTE: the new limitation in claim 1 that the "pre-determined distance is defined by a tempalte having a distance 
between a bore and a contact surface of the template.... requires further consideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that D'Antonio does not 
disclose the "pre-determined distance from a femoral condyle". However, it is the Examiner's position that the prior art sizing device has 
a "pre-determined distance defined by the template used to prepare the femur. Additionally it should also be noted that claims 3,9,20,23 
all claim the pre-determined distance is "about 5%- 15%". Since the specification fails to define what the deviation is by using the term 
"about 5%" it can be interpreted that this deviation can be ± 5%. Since the term "about" is used in the claims, it can be said that "about 
5%" can mean about 0 or a minimal difference between the amount of bone resected and the distance between the condyle engaging 
surface and the peg of the femoral implant. Clearly D'Antonio discloses at a minimum a template that has a "pre-determined" distance 
and when the femur is resected can be done with a little more (col. 1, lines 53-64) such that it is "about 5% more" or "about 0" than a 
dimension of the slideway implant. 
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
